Tue report of the Government Inspector of 
Schools which we published’ the other day 
alivvs that education is making steady pro- 
gress in the Colony. The progress, it is 
true, is not very rapid. . The increase in 
the number of children ia our schools dur. 
ing the lust few, years is perhaps not so large 
proportionally as the increase of the’ popu- 
lation. It must be. borne in mind; how- 
aver, that along with the Iarge increase in 
the population during the last few years 
there has not gone on a corresponding in- 
erenso in the number of familiea living in 
Hongkong, that in fact the tendéncy of re- 
cent years tas been for the Chinese middle- 
: class ta send their wives and families to the 
, mainladd, on account of the high rents and 
heavy tuxes that have to be paid here. We 
may therefore look upon the increaso of 284 
scholars in 1883 over 1887 a8 very satis- 
: factory. . The education of tha. 6238. acho- 
Jara under the supervision of the Education 
Department cost. the Colony last year 
$45,518.93, exclusive of the money—apent 
in new buildings. “The sum is pretty. large, 
yet fow will seek to deny that it ia money 
well spent, The education we are‘impart- 
ing to the sons of Chinese residenta is one of 
the surest means of increasing our influ. 
ence and strengthening our position. -Ib 
will take a long time to diffuse a love and 
desire for true education among the masses 
of China, but the work wo ure doing-in 
Hongkong is preparing the way, is a- part 
of tha leaven that will graduatly spread un- 
tilit affects the whole mass. ‘Although, 
however, we may reap in time » good 
return for the half Igkh we aro spending for 
education, it is Gpeu to question whothor 
the amount is distributed iu’ the. most 
effective — raanner. As a_ cotrespondent 
has pointed out, nearly one-third of the 
whole is epent on the Government Central 
School. The good work that is done there 
is undoubtedly great, but in viow of the fact 
that most of the scholars there are sons’ of' 


well-to-do Chinese it is adoubtful policy:io-| 


make their education a charge on the whole 
community.. Last year the feesin two classes 
were raised from, one dollar to two detlara 
per month; and, when the new college is 
ready, which it is hoped will be some time 
within the next five years, the queation of 
adjusting the fees, Bo as to meet to a 
great. extent the expenso, ‘ onght to be 
seriously considered. A redvetion in 
this expense would enable .the Govern- 
ment to do more justice to. the Anglo- 
Chinese schools ‘of Sni-ying-pun. and 
Wanchai, which Dr Eitel says absolutely. 
require enlarging if they are at all to come 
up to the urgent demand which bas eprung 


up in these localities for Anglo-Chinese 
teaching, “These schooliy in’ the Western: 
and Eastern districts are, we infer, attended, 
by the sons of the middle and poorer class 
Chinese, and have consequently a stronger

Chinese or Indian: or. Eurasian or Euro- 
pean, and giving, on condition of the 
payment of a amall monthly fee, an slemen- 
tary English education in the English lan- 
guage, with. Chinese classical teaching to 
be added optionally.’ We kuow the learned 
Doctor is grieved in his soul at the caste 
distinctions which keop the various nation- 
alities ao much apart ;--but the separatoness 
is only natural under present conditions, 
and it is utopian to expect that English, 
Eurasian, Indian atid Chinese girls will mix- 
in a common echool. Dr Hitel admits thoro 
iano demand on the: part of the Chinese 
for the school he proposes, and ha speaks 
with considerable doubt’ as to the moral in- 
fluence’ that would: be -exereised on ‘the 
Eoresian and Chinese girls. “As to English 
girls, very few parents would send their 
girls to such a school...

He was 
then dragved inte the silting-room 
of the noxt house. Gere lv picked 
Up another epittoon which he tried 
tu throw but was again prevented. While 
the pevple were trying to keephim from 
throwing it he {eli down. ‘They then lifted 
hi: up and put him on achair. Deceoused 
was one of the masters of the Club, Nune 
of the others took purt in the quarrel, 
Deceased was very excited. Wong Sing 
Yun did not follow deconsrd when he waa 
dragged out of the room, Witawa did not 
go tora doctor, ag it was be lewd ht de. 
ceased was enffering fro spoplaxy, ‘The 
uther meu would nat allow wruess to ga, 
ia they wanted to try their own remedies, 
Witness gave him u Chinese remedy, but it 
had wo elect. A ductor was then sent for. 

Dr Yo Kai explained with reference to 
this se called ros edy that it ia one genu- 
rally believed in by Chinese as eficacious 
if cases of époplexy. 

Witmess continuing said decesed died 
soon after getting this remedy. He swore 
twice afterwards and th nm expired,
